In response to the Office action dated August 10, 2007, the following is added to 
replace the SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER originally filed and as a 
supplement to the Brief on Appeal filed 13 April 2006: 

SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

The invention relates to a method for forming ultra shallow junctions in a 
semiconductor substrate. In order to form ultra shallow junctions, it is essential to retain 
implanted dopant close to the surface of the device with high active dopant concentrations 
after the annealing procedure. Prior art annealing procedures have resulted in greater dopant 
migration away from the device surface than is provided by the present invention, thereby 
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
